The Prisoner Under Great Nervous 
Strain and Had Made Prep- 


arations fer Suicide, 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 29.—At 
11:30 to-day Gov. Stone announced that he 
had refused to grant a respite to William 

j Taylor. This is final and Taylor must 
hang to-morrow.

‘with the Governor all morning, but he was 
unable to do anything for his client. The 
Governor early to-day received a telegram 
signed by about twenty-five citizens of 
Browning protesting against any executive 
interference, j

CARROLLTON, Mo., April 29.—Bill Tay- 
lor sits in his cell cold and silent while 
waiting for the end. The lines about his 
face are deepening. His hands look drawn 
and clammy and the muscles twitching 
about his nose tell too plainly the strain 
that is bearing him down. He realizes 
now that every sane hope is gone, and if 
there be one vestige left it is because the 
human heart cannot give up until it ceases 
to beat. ea 

The final blow to the tortured man came 
this morning in a dispatch from Marcy K. 
Brown, telling him the Governor had re. 
fused a respite, He received it coldly, and 
as he read its contents only an expression 
of the bloodless beard-hidden lips geve evi- 
dence of its fatal import. The exact con- 
tents of the message are not known. 

Taylor refused to gtve it out; but he d- 
mitted that it was from Margy K. Brown, 
and that its contents were disappointing 
to his hopes. Immediately upon its re- 
ceipt he sat ‘down to the table and began 
writing in a fine cipher. To whom his 
message was addressed he refused to state. 

When Taylor was searched last night by 

. Sheriff Allen of Linn County there was 
found in his inside vest pocket a small card 
which contained some pins, four locks of 
hair of his children, a powder of white pul- 
verized substance, which was analyzed by 
Dr. Cook and Flay Williams and found to 
be 1% grains of crystal sulphate of strych- 
nine, a sufficient quantity to kill a human 


There was also found on his person 
ye a steel saw, which he claimed he 
used to clean his finger nails. Affidavits 
stating the result of the search were for- 


warded to Gov. Stone.

At 11 o’clock to-day Sheriff Stanley tested 
the rope with which the hanging is to be 
done. It is seven-eighths of an inch in 
diameter, a trifle longer than that ordinarily 
used. It was brought from Kansas City by 
Marshal Kashtear of that city. It was put 
to a test of 160 pounds. A bag of sand 
weighing this amount was shot through 
the drop several times and the rope stood 
the strain. The scaffold is built so low, 
however, that there is not room enough 
for the victim’s legs to swing if he receives 
any kind of a drop. 

hortly before noon Taylor submitted to 
having his beard trimmed. It improved 
his personal appearance and relieved him 
of his savage look. 

Col. John B. Hale had a long talk with the 
prisoner this morning, but refused to dis- 
cuss the purport of it. 

Virgil Conkling is not here. He is ex- 
pected to pass through St. Louis to-night 
at 6:30 on his way from Washington to 
Jefferson City, where he will make a final 
appeal to the Governor. In any event, 
whether he succeeds in postponing the in- 
evitable or rot, he will probably reach here 
to-morrow morning in time for the hang- 
ing should it take place. The hour is set 
for 11 o'clock. Russell Kneisley, Conk- 
ling’s partner, declares that he will not 
give up hope until Conkling has seen the 
Governor. 

“If Gov. Stone refuses a respite,” said he, 
“it will establish a precedent in Missouri. 
From the time Missouri became a State un- 
til the present day, if you find a single 
case in all the Missouri reports where a 
Governor refused to grant a condemned 
man at least one respite, I'll give you my 
whole law library. That much has been 
hitherto recognized even by Gov. Stone 
himself as due a man about to die. 

“Bill Taylor up to this time has thought 
of nothing but the disposition of his case 
in the courts. This hope is gone now and 
he should be given time to think of the 
salvation of his soul, to which he has not 
given one moment of thought.” 

Sheriff Stanley had a talk with Taylor 
about noon. He wanted to.know what the 
condemned man wished done with his body. 
Taylor said he would tell him to-night. He 
said he did not think any of his relatives 
would be present to-morrow, although it is 
thought that without doubt they will take 
charge of the body. He sent a letter to his 
wife this morning, and by mistake it got out 
of the jail unopened. Sheriff Stanley was in- 
clined to be angry about it, and he is paying 
more particular attention to what comes in. 

After dinner three ministers called at the 
jail and asked to see Taylor. They were 

C. Bolen and Ben F. Lake of Car- 
roliton and C. Allen of Linneus, all of the 
Methodist faith. The prisoner consented to 
see them and shook hands with them cor- 
dially. In geply to questions from Mr. 
Lake he said that he realized he was soon 
to leave this earth, but that he desired no 
spiritual consolation. He was firm in this. 
When the ministers went to leave him he 
declined even to join them in prayer. 


HOW THEY BSCAPED. 


Bill Taylor ‘Details Events After the 
* “Meeks Murder. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 29.—In jail 
here before being taken to Carroliton Bill 
Taylor told for the first time the story of 
how he and George escaped from the blood- 
hounds and 2,500 men who hunted them 
during the exciting days following the 
Meeks murder. He laughingly said that the 
hounds caught rabbits all about them as 
they hid in the bushes and that they re- 
mained in the vicinity of Carrollton, sur- 
rounded by men and dogs, for ten days, 
finally escaping in a box-car. 

The night the bodies of the murdered 
family were found he and his brother, he 
said, went to their brother-in-law's house 
and dodged in and out of hundreds of men. 
The pursuers caught but one glimpse of 
them, and on second thought decided they 
were of their own party and did not give 
chase, e said they were in Springfield 
three days at Decoration Day time, and 
later sat unnoticed at Laclede, Mo., where 
they took a train for Kansas City.

MITCHELL, S. D., April 29.—A severe 

cyclone struck néar Spencer last night. It 
took a northerly course, destroying farm 
property and doing immense damage to 
crops. The little town of Epiphany lay di- 
rectly atross its path and was completely 
wiped off the face of the earth, not a 
building being left atanding. Three per- 
sons were fatal and fifteen more or less 
seriously injured in that immediate vicin- 
ity. The wires are down and reports are 
meager. At Madison a heavy wind demol- 
ished several buildings and hail destroyed a 
great deal of glass. On account of com- 
munication being cut off, the full extent 
of the damage is unknown. 
Reports from Montrose, S. D., state that 
a cyclone passed about two miles west of 
that place. It struck the house of F rank 
Malloy, demolishing it entirely. Next in 
its track was the house of Conrad Kirch- 
ner, which was torn from its foundation 
and badly wrecked. About two miles far- 
ther north it struck the house of Peter 
Flannery, which was demolished, together 
with the barn and outbuildings. The fam- 
ily escaped by going into the cellar. The 
house of Michael Mannon was next in its 
ath and this, together with all the out- 
uilldings, was torn to pieces and carried 
away. The family, consisting of 2 — 
wife and four children, were badly injure 
and were all unconscious when found. 

The storm was the worst ever known in 
this section, and was accompanied by 
heavy hail. It gained strength as it trav- 
eled northward and it was thought that 
great damage was done, but no particulars 
have been heard from that section.

those great President-making States of the 
West and South in which conventions have 
thus early been held and of the almost ab- 
solute certainty” of a clean sweep of this 
field by the friends of silver, rehearsing 
the brilliant leadership of the silver forces 
by Mr. Bland for twenty odd years and 
his unswerving devotion to the cause of 
remonetization during all of this time. 


It is expected that the press associations 
will send the proposed address broadcast 
over the country as soon as it is issued, 
but if they do not the Executive Committee 
will provide for the printing of millions of 
copies of it for distribution through the 
mails to individuals and also to all the 
newspapers that are able to handle it. 

The committee will also name a delega- 
tion of experienced and able gentlemen to 
attend the Arkansas State Convention at 
Little Rock May 8, to get instructions from 
that State for Mr. Bland.

Secretary Carlisle’s last authenticated 
declaration was equally as bold and defiant.

What the gold standard men are rely- 
ing upon now to save the day at Chicago 
is shown by the following extract from 
a Washington dispatch to a local Wall 
Street organ: 

The reliance of the sound money leaders 
is upon what they regard as the sober sec- 
ond thought of delegates from States which 
afe nominally for silver.

WASHINGTON, April 29.—When the Sen- 
ate took up that feature of the navy bill ap- 
propriating for four battle ships, to cost $3,- 
750,000 each; three thirty-knot torpedo boats, 
at $800,000 each, and ten torpedo boats, at

The whole 
country, he said, had been stirred: up by 
the message of the Executive, and respon- 
sive to this the public and press had been 
in a state of excitement as to our rela- 
tions with other nations. When Congress 
assembled it was found by the Executive 
that the financial conditions of the country 
were of the first moment; that the condition 
of the Treasury demanded economy, or else 
the country would be confronted with an 
increase of taxation, or else the sale of 
bonds. But when the war scare took pos- 
session of us more vessels were demanded, 
appropriations greater than those of war 
times were proposed, and the Secretary of 
the Navy revised his recommendation of 
two battle ships by proposing from four 
to six battle ships. 

This from a Cabinet officer,"’ proceeded 
Mr. Gorman, was a justification for these 
enormous appropriations in time of peace, 
in face of the fact known to every Senator 
that there was not revenue enough to pay 
the ordinary expenses of the government; 
that there had been, is and will be, a deficit 
in the Treasury; that there has not been 
for four years sufficient revenue to meet 
the expenditures of Congress.” 

The Senator added that of the amounts 
paid for pensions and ships, $162,000,000 
came from the sale of bonds. This pre- 
sented the question, Is it wise, in time of 

ace, to make these great appropriations? 

t was evident that there would be no legis- 
lation in this Congress for the refief of the 
Treasury. 

Senator Gorman charged that the scheme 
was to provide greater appropriations than 
the revenues could meet, and thus prepare 
the way for a higher tariff. He argued 
that our revenue difficulties were due to the 
McKinley law and extravagant Republi- 
can expenditures. He read a statement of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, saying that 
while the situation might not require more 
revenue, it was such as to require the 
strictest economy. 

“Yet in the face of this statement,” he 
said, Wwe have a bill appropriating $51,- 
000,000 for the navy in time of peace. The 
expenditures next year would $520,000, 000 
the revenues but $374,000,000. But in addi. 
don to the enormous discrepancy between 
the revenues and expenditures the House 
had authorized contracts by the War, Navy 
and Treasury Departments to the amount 
of 884.500 000. The appropriations in the river 
and harbor bill, with all its defects, he ré- 
garded ae much more important to the peo- 
ple than the appropriations for the navy. 
The Senator, with great sarcasm, referred 
to the Secretary of the Navy and his ambi- 
tion to build up, man and equip “a splen- 
did navy.“ 

“Our great Secretary of the Navy,” said 
he, after a pause, that Is to say, our Sec. 
retary of the Navy who is not great, who 
went into the Cabinet because of the suc- 
cess of Democratic ideas, as we supposed 
asked for more ships and more men.”’ 
He described the demand of the Secretary 
with unfelgned contempt, and attributed 
much of his inspiration to association with 
naval officers who were anxious for ships 
to command. He ended with an appeal to 
the Senate to limit expenditures, if the 
revenues could not be increased.

He eulogized 
Robert E. Pattison, whom he presented as 
a fit candidate for the Democrats to run 
for President. On finance he said: 

“The party which we represent is opposed 
to any changes in the existing gold stan- 
dard, and this convention, if true to those 
whom it represents, must declare against 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and 
in behalf of maintaining the credit of the 
United Stat at the highest point, so that 
such credit may be unquestioned at home 
and abroad.”’ 

A scene of wild enthusiasm followed Mr.

The roll-call of 454 delegates, of 
which 26 are contested, consumed much 
time.

gamblers who had not been too drunk the 
nignt before to get up early pushed their 
vests up against the bar and took a little 
rye’ with the man who calls Judge Murphy 
his friend—and His Honor stands pat.

Tom Walsh is a gambler and he would 
gamble if he was locked in a cell by him- 
self and had to toss a penny to see whether 
he would stay in jail or stay in jail. He 
would gamble. 

A week ago he started an English book“ 
in a saloon at Seventh and Pine streets, pre- 
sumably as a test, for he was arrested after 
receiving two bets. 

The English system of bookmaking is 
calculated to do away with the damaging 
evidence of gambling and thus avoid a tech- 
nical violation of the statute. 

Instead receiving a ticket similar to 
those given in the betting shed of any race 
track, the house a number of emis- 
gariles whe circulate in the crowd and offer 
bets. These men pose to bet as individuals. 

They find the fancier of ceriain horse 
in the race and offer him the odds posted 
on the blackboard. The fancier deposits 
his money with the man, but receives no 
ticket to certify to his bet. 

If he wins he must rely upon the honesty 
of the bookmaker for his money. 

The bookmaker never refuses to pay a 
lost bet, for if he did he could then be 
arrested on a criminal charge separate 
to that of common gambling. 


Texas!“ Walsh has one competitor, and 
that is H. C. Harris, who conducts a pool- 
room in the Van Studdiford Hotel bar. A 
stranger going into Harris’ place is inclined 
to give expression to an appreciation of hu- 
mor. 

Mr. Harris is no mean hand at humor, 
and can perpetrate some of the funniest 
things that ever happened. The stranger 
sees an excited but composed mob in the 
back room, eagerly séanning the black- 
board on which the horses’ names and their 
betting prices.are recorded. He sees a 
smaller crowd of men trying to elbow their 
way to the cigar counter behind which 
is a fake telegraph office. He hears the 
individuals in the crowd give utterance to 
such sentences as: 

“Fifteen on Elisabeth.“ 

“Five on Tarrier for a place.“

it and return to the bettor a blank on which 
he reads that his telegram to New York

owed here.”’

Manufacturing Chemists Denounce the 


‘-. Government’s Action as Rebbery.

The Lambert Pharmaoal Co. of St. Louis 
has forwarded a protest against the repu- 


diation and confiscation of the alcohol tax 


rebate to Senator George G. Vest. 
As outlined in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, 


there is due to St. Louls manufacturers 
about $300,000 for rebate of tax on alcohol, 
in accordance with the provisions of seo- 


The Treasury officials have refused to 
pay this or to explain their reason for not 
doing so. . 

The protest of the Lambert Pharmacal 
Co, is addressed to Senator Vest because 
he is known to favor the repudiation of 
section 61. He has even introduced a bill 
to repeal it. His bill was withdrawn in 
favor of the Stone bill, a similar measure 
now pending in the Senate. 

The protest says: The Stone bill pro- 
viding for the repeal of section 61 by de- 
claring that all courts and departments 
shall not have jurisdiction over claims for 
rebates already acorued under the law, is 
a species of legislation that probably can- 
not be duplicated in the history of this 
country, and its justice and legality can- 
not be defended.” 

The proposition is simply to repudiate 
this debt. Everybody knows that repudi- 
ation is dishonest and in morals is but 
slightly removed from the theft.” 

The strong point of the protest is in the 
following statement: 

“On the faith of the pled of the Gov- 
ernment that it would pay this rebate, the 
undersigned voluntarily reduced the price 
to the trade of the articles it manufactures 
with alcohol.

It is 
designed to erect elevated seats along the 
front of these buildings, furnished with 
chairs from the stand. The finish can be 
made two-thirds down this pretty stretch 
of road, thus affording a fine opportunity 
for a red-hot finish and giving the purchas- 


ers of reserved seats an unobstructed 
view.
